RUCK COTTONGAME OH STAND. 


Testifies That Mose Feltner Was Of¬ 
fered $1,000 To Take Certain 
Witnesses Away. 


INTEREST IN TRIAL GROWING. 


The only sensational developments In 
the Marcum damage trial at Winches¬ 
ter yesterday were in the testimony of 
Henry' Noble. Superintendent of Schools 
of Breathitt county, and Ruck Cotton 
game. Noble stated that he saw Tom 
White, who is now in Jail at Covington, 
fire a shot Into the body of Marcum. 
Cottongame testified that B. F. French 
offered Mose Feltner $1,000 to leave 
Winchester and take certain witnesses 
nway with him. Interest Increases In 
the trial as it progresses. 


Col. William C. Greene has explained 
that he “meant no gun play** when he 
assailed Thomas W. Lawson through 
the papers.

Ky., Dec. 14.—[Special. ]- 
Interest in the Marcum damage suit 
increases with the progress of the tri¬ 
al. The crowd In attendance Is grow¬ 
ing larger daily. Particular Interest 
was manifested in the testimony given 
to-day. Nothing of a sensational nature 
was brought out on cross-examination 
by the defense of Capt. B. J. Ewen 
this morning. Henry Noble, of Breath¬ 
itt county. In his statement said that 
he saw Tom White, who Is now In Jail 
at Covington, go In the side door of 
the courthouse and fire his pistol at a 
body lying on the floor, which after¬ 
wards proved to be that of James Mar¬ 
cum, After thl« White put his pistol 
In his pocket and wTdked over to Har¬ 
gis Brothers' store.

DENIAL BY TOM WHITE. 

Says He Had No Weapons the Day 
Marcum Was Killed. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 14.—I Special.]—Tom 
White, who Is confined in the Coving¬ 
ton Jail awaiting action on* his appeal 
for a new trial in the Marcum murder 
case, wa« interviewed by a representa¬ 
tive of the Courier-Journal this after¬ 
noon. 

‘ Mr. White, do you know a person 
named Henry Noble?" he was asked. 

"Noble?" responded the prisoner, 
with sunwise "Yee; he Is the School 
SuiKMintendent of Breathitt county." 

"Mr. Noble, at the Marcum trial this 
morning, accuses you of having fired 
a shot In Marcum's body." 

"Do you mean that Noble made that 
allegation? Are you sure you are not 
mistaken? Why, that man has nevqr 
been mentioned In the case. In fact, 
on the day of the murder I did not see 
Noble. I did not have a revolver—no, 
not even a penknife—In my pocket on 
the day of the shooting. I am Inteneely 
surprised to think that Noble accuses

•Boston. Dec. 14.—[Special.]—'William 
C. Green*, of Arizona and New York, 
sorely disappointed a crowd of several 
thousand people to-day by his contin¬ 
ued failure to make good his threat ad¬ 
vertised in newspaper -half pages to do 
something to Thomas W. Lawson. But 
the failure of to-day was not without 
its compensations, for the Incident has 
now become one of the funniest things 
that ever happened In Boston and New 
York financial circles. The morning 
newspapers had been unable to get 
from Col. Greene any satisfactory 
statement as to his excuse for not ap¬ 
pearing yesterday and having it out 
with Lawson, but Lawson to-day re¬ 
ceived a telegram saying Greene was on 
the way to Boston. 

A big crowd gathered in front of the 
old St&tghous* anxious to witness the 
expected meeting.

While the crowd was waiting to gee 
the fun a message had come from New 
York saying Greene had been in that 
city all day and had no Intention of 
coming to Boston, and that the tele¬ 
gram to Lawson wa-*< « "fake" put up 
by some practical Joker. 

Greene was quoted as saying; "I was 
angry when I said It. It would make 
any man angry to lose $2,000,000. I never 
meant to make a gun play. He struck 
at others and hit me. Lawson is all 
right, but he has no right to pound me. 
The episode is closed." 

ENEMY IN NEW YORK 

Is Giving CoL Greene Trouble and Is 
Recommitted To Jail. 

New York, Dec. 14.—J. W. Goodman, 
of Nbgalee, Arts., who was found

FIVE INDICTMENTS RETURNED. 


Prisoner Would Have To Give Bail 
For $100,000 Or More To Se¬ 
cure Her Release. 


BANK OFFICERS ALSO INDICTED. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 14.—Five times In¬ 
dicted by the United States at the ex¬ 
act minute that her train rolled into 
the station, Mrs. Cassie L Chadwick 
came home to Cleveland this afternoon.

She made no 
attempt to give ball, and after a brief 
stop In the office of the Clerk of the 
United States Court was taken to Jail, 
She is held to-night In cell 14 in the 
woman's department of the jail, and 
her palatial residence on Euclid avenue, 
of which the furnishings alone are val 

ued at $200,000. is occupied by her maid.

Cincinnati, Dec. 14.—The preliminary 
stage in the so-called (Holders’ cases 
came to an end to-day w r hen Fred 
Rauphauser, Sr.. Fred Rauphauser. Jr.. 
John Hook and Joseph Hollowed were 
bound over to appear before the grand 
Jury* on charges that they were l in pli¬ 
ca red in the alleged dynamiting of the 
molds In the Eureka foundry some 
w r eeks ago.

Mrs. Chadwick's train was scheduled 
tp arrive at 11:10 in the morning, but 
It was three hours later before It 
reached Cleveland. The delay of the 
train served but one purpose, that of 
Increasing the crowd of curious at the 
depot As early as 11 o’clock there w’ere 
several hundred persons at the station, 
but their presence was hardly noticea¬ 
ble. There was more than the usual 
number of policemen present but not 
enough to excite suspicion of anything 
unusual. The train wa* then a little 
more than two hours late, but shortly 
before 1 o’clock It w'as posted on the 
bulletin board ns three hours late. 
The news of this further delay quickly 
reached the business centers, and from 
1 o'clock on the crowds began to in¬ 
crease. Soon the platforms and ap¬ 
proaches to the station were thronged, 
and more police w r ere ordered to keep 
clear the exits from the train shed. 

About 1:30 United States Marshal 
Chandler drove up to the station in a 
carriage and sauntered out on the plat¬ 
form. He said Mrs. Chadwick had tel¬ 
egraphed him from Ashtabula, asking 
that she be allowed to consult her 
counsel, Sheldon Q. Kurrtsh. at the de¬ 
pot before being driven to the Federal 
building. The Marshal plated, how¬ 
ever, that he would object to any con¬ 
sultation in the depot because of the 
crow'd, and that immediately upon Mrs. 
Chadwick's arrival he w^ould take her 
to the Federal building.

A Veritable Mob. 

Almost with every' minute the crowd 
grew- in size, and the patience and ef¬ 
fectiveness of the police were severely 
taxed. Soon it was rumored that the 
train had passed Collnwood, a suburb. 


When the train drew in the station at 
Cleveland Mrs. Chadwick caught a 
glimpse of the great crowds which 
swarmed about th^ train shed and was 
grouped on vantage points on the 
heights surrounding the station. She 
instinctively,ehraidc back into a corner 
of the drawing-room and said, "I can¬ 
not see why all these people should be 
here." 

After the train had emptied of its 
passengers. United States Marshal 
Chandler, of Ohio, stepped aboard her 
oar, the "Aida," and made his way to 
the drawing-room where h*» was intro¬ 
duced to Mrs. Chadwick, who asked 
that she be taken out as speedily as 
possible, and. preceded by Emil Chad¬ 
wick and Freda Swanstorm, the nurtre, 
the tarty made its way to the platform 
and thence through the dense crowds 
to a carriage in waiting. 

Although in her own city, no friendly 
face greeted her at the car and Mrs 
Chadwick stepped Into her carriage as 
If she had been an entire stranger to 
this community. 

• • • 

Outburst of Jeers. 

The crowd had become Impatient with 
the delay of Mrs. Chadwick's appear¬ 
ance and began to jeer and w'histle. As 
soon as Mrs. Chadwick's son. with her 
faithful nurse, Freda SwTonstorm. ap 
peared on the platform and stepped to 
the prtatlon. Mrs. Chadwick, being sup 
ported by United States Deputy Mar¬ 
shals Kutnb and Kelker, of New York, 
was recognized by the crowd, and there 
was cl spontaneous outburst of Jeera, 
whistles and shouts of coarse epithets 
United States Marshal Chandler, who 
had previously boarded the train and 
met Mrs. Chadwick in the stateroom, 
followed the marshals and the prisoner, 

The crowd was increased by others 
that were attracted by the demonstra¬ 
tion. People ran from all directions 
and crowded about the central figures 
of the case, and not until the police 
were called upon could the officers at¬ 
tempt to conduct their prisoner to the 
carriage In waiting. 

Shouts of "Here's the note», M and 
"Where's the money?" greeted Mrs. 
Chadwick upon her appearance, and 
as the vicious ness of the mob dawned 
upon her she seemed to grow’ feint and 
wavered as though about to fall It 
seemed that but for the Deputy Mar¬ 
shals supporting her she must utterly 
collapse.

Intensely Spectacular. 


The arrival of the woman w’a* most 
spectacular in every' respect, and in 
marked contrast to her previous ar¬ 
rivals In her home city. As soon as 
the police could clear a way' and bring 
about some semblance of order about 
the depot platform, the officers led their 
prisoner towards the gat* and out 
through the entrance. There the street 
was almost blocked and well nigh Im¬ 
passible to the carriages and teams 
The camera fiend was there In all his 
glory despite the overcast sky and ctark 
day. and through this battery’ P&e^ed 
Mr.*?.

Washington, Dec. 14.—The Japanese 
Legation has received the following 
cablegram from Toklo: 

"Commander of naval artillery’ re¬ 
ports that bombardment on the 13th 
was principally alined at arsenal and 
torpedo depot at Tiger Tall and at 
steamboats In Its vicinity. Torpedo de¬ 
pot ablaze one hour. Three ships were 
destroyed and one sunk, beside build¬ 
ings greatly damaged. Indirect bom¬ 
bardment upon Sevastopol staying out¬ 
side harbor was suspended, owing to 
had weather, which prevented observa¬ 
tion. Togo reports torpedo boat flotil¬ 
las attacked Sevastopol twice on the 
night of 12th and thrice on the night 
of the 13th. The result Is uncertain. 
Each time they met enemy's fierce fire, 
and one of out torpedo boats was dis¬ 
abled, but towed back, while three re¬ 
ceived one shot each. Our total casual¬ 
ties only three men wounded." 


The Sevastopol wae the only battle¬ 
ship at Port Arthur to escape damage 
by the Japanese bombardment from 
Two-hundred-andl three Meter Hill. 
Official Japanese advice* said that she 
appeared to be lying In the east har¬ 
bor, that only the tops of her masts 
were visible to the Japanese gunners, 
end tha\ her hull waa completely hid¬ 
den by a hill. 

An official report circulated in Tokio 
sale! that on December 9 Japanese tor¬ 
pedo boat destroyers had attacked the 
Sevastopol at the mouth of the harbor, 
but that the result of the attack w-as 
unknown. 

A dispatch from Toklo December 11, 
conveying an official report, said the 
Sevastopol continued at anchor out¬ 
side of the harbor, possfbly* returning 
at night. Her anchorage, according to 
the dispatch, was at that time inside 
the outer boom, which protected her 
against torpedo attack*. 

In this connection it may be Interest¬ 
ing to recall the fact that according to 
the same dispatch the whereabouts 
of the Russian torpedo boat destroyers 
continued to be doubtful, and that it 
was thought they had taken shelter 
outside. 

EFFECTS OF DYNAMITE 

Horribly Apparent In Condition of 
Dead At Port Arthur. 

Before Port Arthur, with Third Jap¬ 
anese Array, via Fusan, Dec. 14.—The 
effect of dynamite used as an offensive 
weapon In the form of hand grenades is 
instanced in an appalling manner by' 
the conditioai of the dead bodies, which 
are torn and unrecognizable maitses of 
flesh and bones. Fragments of hun¬ 
dreds of killed unearthed from the 
fllled-ln Russian trenches presented a 
scene of awful horror. The heavy tim¬ 
bers and steel plates of the bomb- 
proofs were torn to splinters by shells 
and dynamite. 

The w’ork of removing the dead from 
the slopes and crests of 203-Meter Hill 
has been completed on the north side. 


Madrid. Dec. 14.—The entire Cabinet 
has resigned. 

The resignations were consequent on 
a disagreement of the Ministers over 
the proposed military reforms and the 
King's refusaj to confirm certain nom¬ 
inations presented by the War Minister.

ACTION OF SUPREME COURT 


Brings Diafent From Justice Steele, 
Who Says It Is Contrary 
To Law. 


Denver, Col., Dec. 14.—By deciding to¬ 
day to throw out the vote of the Sev¬ 
enth pretinct of the Eighth ward of 
this city. In consequence of frauds com¬ 
mitted there at the late election, the 
Supreme Court established a precedent 
lhat may be applied to many other pre¬ 
cincts In which it Is allged the court's 
Injunction order was violated, and 
thereby vitally affect the results of the 
late election. Should similar action be 
taken In other cases to the extent de¬ 
manded by’ the Republican lawyers It 
will result In the electlorf of the entire 
Republican legislative ticket In tills 
county and give the Republicans con¬ 
trol of both branches of the Legisla¬ 
ture. On the face of the returns the 
Republicans have a majority In the 
House and the Democrats a majority 
In the Senate. 

Another result of the exclusion of a 
few precincts would be to put the Re¬ 
publicans In possession of all the city 
and county offices except the mayoralty’ 
should the Supreme Court decide that 
the spring election was not legal and 
lhat these offices were to be filled at the 
November election. The Democratic 
majorities ran from 700 to 2.000. 

Should the entire vote of those city' 
wards over which the Supreme Court 
assumed jurisdiction be disregarded 
Alva Adams, Democratic candidate for 
Governor, would Jose 18,845 votes and 
James H. Peabody, Republican, would 
gain 8.541. a net loss of 10.304 for 
Adams, but this alone would not result 
In hts defeat, ns his majority In the 
State is something over 11.000. 

Dissenting from the opinion of Jus¬ 
tices Gabbert and Campbell, Justice 
Steele said; 

"In my opinion, the finding of the 
court is unwarranted, unprecedented 
and directly contrary to law. This court 
has no pow’er to take the action that it 

has."

The 
case attracted much attention, and the 
defendants prepared for a fight, se¬ 
curing Knhn. Baird & Spindle on attor¬ 
neys. Attorneys H. J Hag_\n and R. L. 
Page represented the Commonwealth.

Birds Bought In Arkansas. 

The attorneys for A. Booth & Co. an¬ 
nounced upon the Issuance of the war- 
wants that it was admitted the birds 
had been sold out of reason. that they 
were purchased out of the State and 
that the recent enactment of the Legis¬ 
lature covering the killing and sale of 
ganve did not cover the safe of birds 
purchased outside of the State. The 
quail In question were bought In Ar¬ 
kansas and Indian Territory according 
to the laws controlling such sale, and 
were brought to lxoiUtville and placed 
on the market. 

At the hearing of tb<* case held ten 
day* ago. Aaron Kohn appeared for the 
defendants and stated that he would 
attempt to prove that the statutes of 
Kentucky did not hold a penalty over 
the sale of birds not killed In Kentucky 
during cither the closed or open sea¬ 
son.

Mr Kohn held In arguing the case 
that the new frame law enacted by the

New York, Dec. 14.—Statistics pre¬ 
pared by the Health Department show 
that the general health of this city dur¬ 
ing the lust eleven months has been re¬ 
markably good and that the low per¬ 
centage of death* during the last few 
Tears has been sustained. The* actual 
figure* of last year, IS. 18 deaths per 
thousand population, will be somewhat 
exceeded, how'ever. awing to Ices of life 
In the Slocum disaster, the extra¬ 
ordinary prevalence of mensles during 
the spring and the Increase in the num¬ 
ber of acute respiratory dt*-ase». of 
w'hlch pneumonia 1* the most serious 
The total number of death* last year 
was^62,0*4. During the eleven months 
of this year to December 1, 9.600 more 
deaths were recorded. 

It is pointed out that 25 per cent, of 
the «!eath rate is among Infants and 
that New York’s rate Is kept higher 
than It otherwise would be in conse¬ 
quence of the large number of mortally 
111 patients coming here to be treated 
the hospitals and by specialists.

Beckwith’s Statement Produced. 

The first witness before the grand 
Jury was United States Marshal 
Chandler, who presented to the Jury 
the sworn statement of President Beck¬ 
with. Tills ts the document which has 
been called the "confession" of Beck¬ 
with. It sets forth. In effect, that there 
were two notes of $500,000 each, both 
signed In the name of Andrew Carne¬ 
gie. and that Mrs. Chadwick declared 
positively, both to him and Cashier 
Spear, that she personally saw Mr. 
Carnegie sign his name to both notes. 

It was also set forth In the statement 
that a New York attorney, who claimed 
to be a. representative of Andrew Car¬ 
negie. had declared to Beckwith In 
Oberlln that the notes were genuine. 
The Indorsement of the notes by Beck¬ 
with and Spear was udmltted. but the 
statement declared neither of them had 
any Idea that they wece to be used In 
the manner In which Mrs. Chadwick 
handled them. M* Beckwith’s state¬ 
ment that they received from Iri Rey¬ 
nolds information to the effect that 
“everything was all right,” and that a 
large amount of good securities belong¬ 
ing to Mrs. Chadwick wore held by the 
Wade Park Bank, encouraged him to 
make loan* to Mrs. CThadwlck. Mr. 
Beckwith's statement *et forth the fact 
that Mr*. Chadwick had secured large 
loans from other banker* and had met 
them promptly. There was no reason to 
believe that she would not treat loans 
made by the Oberlln bank In the same 
mauner.

The tragi< death of R * hard Culvert

Dallas 
Archer, brother-1 n-iura* of the dead 
man. 1* In JaU on o Coroners 'warrant, 
but aitoutly denies that be has any 
knowledge of bow the death came 
a.lmu i. 

Archer, who was (the first man to re¬ 
port and spread the news of Calvert's 
death, was arrested at 3:30 d’clock yes- 
tardwy afternoon by CoutUy Patrolman 
J,ouis Gilbert on a warrant irsued by 
Dr. Harris KoUy, the (.Coroner, The 
affidavit on which the warrant was Is- 
sued was made by J. L. Marshall, a 
cousin of the dead man, vvho made oath 
that he believe* Archer killed Calvert. 
Coroner Kelly, before ‘ssulng the war¬ 
rant. heard statements of several per¬ 
rons who are acquainted w ith the prin¬ 
cipals in the tragedy, as well as that 
of Patrolman Gilbert, who has been 
making art investigation of the affair. 

• • • 

Archer and Calvert Recently “Made 
Up.” 

After hia arrest yesterday Archer 
said that relation* between hirrwelf ami 
Calvert were so drained for several 
pears thtet they did not speak to each 
other, 'but that they had been friendly 
the past few months. He said since 
they had become reconciled they had 
been tne best of friends and hud worked 
together. I 

"I hu/ve liked Dick," he said, “since 
we made up. and would not have 
banned a hair of his head." 

• • • 

Surrendered Without Protest. 

Archer was at work at a charcoal pit 
on the road 1 , about five hundred yards 
from his home. when Patrolman Gil¬ 
bert and n deputy approached him yes¬ 
terday. He stopped his work when 
they drove into view two hundred 
yards away and watched them closely 
until they alighted'from the buggy aqd 
approached him. When the warrant 
wus read to him Archer showed no sign 
of surprise, but smiled and said: “Alt 
right. I’m ready to go; If you will come 
to the house and allow me to change 
clothing.'* 

The request was granted, and the 
prisoner went to hi* cabin, where he 
told his wife he was in charge of offi¬ 
cers and would remain in Louisville 
until after the inquest Into the death 
of Ca-lvert. He did not tell his wife 
he was under arrest, but. notwith¬ 
standing this fact, she began question¬ 
ing him regarding the matter, finally 
bursting Into tears and asking: “Why 
are they arresting you for this?" 

• • • 

Archer Said He Was Subpoenaed. 

“I told you I was just subpoenaed to 
attend the inquest," replied Archer. “1 
did not say I was arrested.'* 

Mrs. Archer became calm again and 
assisted him In preparing for the trip. 
While dressing Archer talked freely 
about the tragedy, explaining that he 
was at home when the fatal shots were 
fired. He asked his wife to corrobor¬ 
ate him in several statements, which 
she readily did, but when asked If she 
knew what time the Whots were fired 
she answered: 

“I don't know what time they were 
fired, for none of us here at the house 
heard them." 

Patrolman Gilbert asked Archer how 
1 ? could state that he was at hi* home 
vhen the tragedy occurred, if he did 
not hear the shot*, and he replied that 
the neighbors told him ubout what time 
they heard gun shots, and that he knew 
he wns at home at that time. 

• * • 

Archer's Story of Tragedy. 

Archer was taken from hi* own home 
to the hut occupied ny the murdered 
wan, three hundreds yard* away, whhe 
Patrolman Gilbert requested him to ex¬ 
plain how he found the body of Cal¬ 
vert. The single room of the hut wps 
vacant, only a few* pieces of old furni¬ 
ture being left in the room. Mrs. Oli¬ 
ver t had hurried to leave the gruesome 
places after the tragic death of her hus¬ 
band. and' the place presented an unin¬ 
viting scene. 

Archer walked to the door, on the 
sld** of the hut, where Calvert's body 
was lying, and began recounting the 
seem- he say* he witnessed when he 
discovered the tragedy.

Impeachment Proceedings. 

Under the Federal Constitution the 
Houp" Impeaches, that Is. indicts and 
prosecutes an officer guilty of high 
crimes and misdemeanors, while the 
Ffnnte sits as a court to try the im- 
peBctonent In the case of Judge 
8wnytk\ of Florida, the House has 
adopted a resolution to impeach, and 
n committee of five has been appointed 
to present the case to the Senate. 

The Judiciary Committee of the 
House had this case under advisement 
for a considerable time. When they 
made their report to the House the 
members were not unanimous on all the 
riknrses, but they se ft m to have been so 
on one of them. Of these dissenters, 
ore. Mr. Gillett, of California, was ap¬ 
pointed on the eorarnJnee to prosecute. 

* In the debate Mr. Gillett was charged 
with reporting one way and arguing 
another, and when asked whether he 
thought the resolution should pass he 
said that his position would be s^n on 
the roll-call. As there was no roll- 
call, Mr. Gillett lost the opportunity of 
putting himself on the record as favor-

It Is easy to eee that this method of 
dealing with an offending officer I* 
cumbersome, nnd involves much trouble 
ard expense as well os delay. It In¬ 
terferes to .such a degree with the or¬ 
dinary business of Congress that It is 
with much hesitation that an Impeach¬ 
ment Is undertaken. The fathers of 
the Constitution probably were unable 
to devise a better method. At the time 
to country was comparatively small, 
B^d the number of officers liable to im¬ 
pediment much less than at present. 
Hud It been possible to foresee the vttat 

Increase In office-holders and the* diffi¬ 
culty of restraining them by impeach¬ 
ment proceedings, some ofbor way of 
d-'tiling with offenders might have 
found favor. However, there is but one 
method now available, and the difficul¬ 
ties in the way of a constitutional 
amendment are so great that it is prob¬ 
ably Impossible to change It. 

The history of Impeachment proc^c-j- 
ingp under the Constituition fully bean* 
out what is here said of the difficulty 
or applying the const Itut tonal remedy. 
There have not been many Impeach¬ 
ments. nnd most of those accused hav* 
stamped removal; some by direct ac¬ 
quittal. some on plea* of a different na¬ 
ture, and some for want of a two-thirds 
v«ue for conviction. The first Impeach¬ 
ment proceedings were against a 
United States Senator, and the*r« were 
defeated by the discovery that a Sen¬ 
ator is not “a civil officer of the United 
States." within the meaning of the Con¬ 
stitution, and so not liable to impeach- 
un the whole impeachment pro- 


Our Philippine Colonies. 

The condition of the Philippine Is¬ 
lands and their inhabitants, after hav¬ 
ing been five years in the possession 
and Under the tutelage of the United 
States, Is not encouraging even accord¬ 
ing to tho.=te who take thp most favora¬ 
ble, view of the situation. The annual 
report of Judge Taift, while evidently 
Intended to present the case in the most 
favorable fight of which the facts ad¬ 
mitted, discloses a vast amount of work 
yet to be done before there can be hope 
of any assimilation of the incongruous 
elements comprised in the population. 
He acknowledges that except In a few 
favored localities there has been but 
little progress, physical or intellectual, 
and that practically throughout the is¬ 
lands, as a rule, the most which hks 
been effected has been in the suppres¬ 
sion of Insurrection and the organiza¬ 
tion of tentative reforms ns to educa¬ 
tion and citizenship. As far as capac¬ 
ity for self-government Is concerned 
the period, even In his opinion, when 
this may be expected. Is too remote or 
uncertain for prediction. 

President Roosevelt, In his message, 
is but lUtle more assured upon the sub¬ 
ject. While noting a certain progress 
nnd expressing hope for piore he says 
explicitly. "At pr»«ent they are utterly 
incapable of existing in Independence 
at all, or of building up a civilization 
of their own." He thinks their needs 
are moral and ln^ue trial rather than 
political. It is a good thing, he says, 
to try the experiment of a legislature, 
but far better to give them schools, 
railroads, honest courts and all that 
tends to produce order, peace And hab¬ 
its of intelligent industry. He depre¬ 
cates. however, the policy of those at 
home here who claim to be the cham¬ 
pions of the Filipinos ond contend for 
their independence. "Such proceed¬ 
ings.** he says, "are not only unwise, 
but ar^ most harmful to Filipinos who 
do not need independence at all. but 
good laws, good public servants and 
the industrial development through the 
investment of American and foreign 
capital.** 

These are frank admissions, both as 
to all that has been charged against 
the Administration as to Its policy in 
regard to continued exclusion of the 
people* of the inlands from the rights 
of citizenship Indefinitely, and as to any 
decided progress made Jn Uielr civili¬ 
zation or In the physical condition of 
the islands. It is but i;onfef»sion of the 
failure, exhibited In all time, of the 
colonial system -in advancing the condi¬ 
tion of the people in territories acquir¬ 
ed by conquest. Great Britain has held 
Jamaica for nearly a century and with 
all her philanthropic boasts the negroes 
show r llule if any progress since Its ac¬ 
quisition. In South Africa the same 
condition prevails. The negroes similar 
in racial capacity to the negroes who 
have become civilized ond christianized 
in America, are lifted but little above 
sn\hges, and In the most civilized cen¬ 
ters in Natal and At the Cape are mere 
barb of burden and ir, a irtate of prt- 
nv.i ignorance. The Dutch, French and 
German colonies show similar features. 

The success of Japan on the other 
hand In regard to Formosa is in sharp 
contrast with our experience in the 
Philippines. When the island was ac¬ 
quired from China as the result of the 
war of 1894-95 the Formosans were 
nearly all savages. There were no 
roads, lack of good drinking water and 
drainage caused epidemics which swept 
off thousands of the population, and 
the people were Ignorant and debased. 
In a few years the Japanese succeeded 
In pacifying the3.000.000 Inhabitants, and 
have made them prosperous and con¬ 
tented. They have sunk thousands of 
artesian wells, built over 200 miles of 
railroad, more thnn 1.000 miles of good 
road*, erected over 2,COO mile 3 of tele¬ 
graph, and 1.360 miles of telephone 
lines. Pc-st-offices and savings banks 
previously quite unknown, have been 
established nnd depositors Increased 
from 6,000 in 1896 to li.OOO in 1903. In 
nli respects there have been peace, 
progress and thrift. 

The secret of this result on the part 
| of Japan has been that cure has been 
taken to reject the habits and customs 
of the people. Instead of forcing upon 
them its own, aided in its efforts 
j by a thorough knowledge of the racial 
feelings of their colonists. They have 
been under a cortain'hitelag*. but it has 
be?n an uplMtlng one. Instead of the 
contrary course pursued by this country 
toward the Filipinos, holding them as a 
conquered people and attempting to 
fora? upon them by degrees new laws 
and customs. The experiment has been 
a costly one and compared with that 
of Japan in Formosa an unsuccessful 
one. 


The Vote For Roosevelt. 

A preliminary estimate, accurate 
enough for purposes of comparison, 
puts the total vote cast by the people 
for thf Roosevelt and Fairbanks elect- 
ors at 7,640,561. In 1900 the .McKinley 
electors secured a total of 7.207,923. It 
appears, therefore, that Mr. Roosevelt 
secured the indorsement of 432.638 more 
voters than did Mr. McKinley four 
years before. 

Ti is quite true that this breaks ull 
records for the number of votes given 
In favor of any candidate for the presi¬ 
dency. But it is also true that there 
are more voters this year than there 
ever was before. If we calculate the 
percentage we shall find that the In¬ 
crease over 1900 of the vote of th? sue. 
cessful candidate was 6,1 per cent. 

IIow about file population? The In¬ 


crease of population between 1890 nnd 
1900 v.as 20.7 per cent. If we take two- 
fifths of that we shall approximate th* 
probable increase in the past four 
years. On that basis the increase has 
been 3.28 per cent. Thus the Increase 
of the vote for Roosevelt wns lens by 
2.18 per cent, than the probable Increase 
of the voting population. On this basis 
it cannot be claimed that the votes 
cast show that Mr. Roosevelt was more 
popular than MaJ. McKinley, but Just 
the reverse. 


FOUR ALARMS 


The President ha® for the fourth 
time sent to the Senate the appoint¬ 
ment of Crum ae Cblled-or of the port 
at Charleston, notwUhataindlng that 
the Senate has three times refused to 
confirm this appointment. Of Crum's 
qua 1 lift cations for this office, ex-Gov. 
Chamberla‘n, formerly Republican Gov 
ernor of &nuh Carolina, wrote to 
James Bryce, tihe EJnglish author and 
member of Pori lament: 

"Now, who Is Crum, and what docs his 
wppolotnvem lnvolv©? 1 know the mao 
and ots ftunly. Crum has tuul an educa¬ 
tion w hich barely qualifies him to practice 
medicine among his own race; no more 
He down mot rank opertally high even 
there. Hits personal character la good 
Of burincra generally, he knows nothing. 
Of roercarttllo affairs, he haa no experi¬ 
ence whatever. He cannot to-diay keep a 
set of b</ok9 of ordinary fcmerohanlfi’ ac¬ 
counts, nor con he examine such accounts 
or pass iq»on them. 

"And w7ual Is tlhe office of Collector of a 
pont eucih ae Charleston? It ia\t>lves con¬ 
tact constantly with the leading business 
men of the dfty. the doing of important 
business at oil tiim-e wlfch importers and 
exporters of merchandise, and parking 
constantly on delicate and eorlou* ques¬ 
tions of metvamtfio law and practice; and 
In addition .to all this, he shotiid be one 
fit to meet foreign Consuls and nraMurs 
and ofllcvrs of our merchant mar’no, and 
to appear on important public and social 
occasions a# the representative of th« city 
and nation* Does not every important 
Northern port of the Union claim and get 
such a man as its Colloetar of Customs? 
Is not the proud oHd historkj city of 
Charleston entitled to sudh a Collector. 
K !»uch a one is to be found writ bin her 
borders? Does anyone for a moment un¬ 
dertake to say that Crum la such a man? 
Why, then, has he been thrust Into the 
office over all protests and objections, 
and In the face of non confirm a tl»m by the 
Senate? There is but one possible answer; 
He has been appointed because, and only 
because, he Is a negro." 

Having determined to appoint Ori^n 
because of his qolor. the President has 
stubbornly stuck ^u> that determina¬ 
tion, and all the more stubbornly be¬ 
cause of the objections urged against 
the appointment. That Is the long and 
Short of the Crum Incident. 


It is gratifying to learn from Wash¬ 
ington that through the efforts of Rep¬ 
resentative Sherley tfie Rivera and Har¬ 
bors Committee of the House will re¬ 
port in favor of a survey to determine 
the cost of securing a nine-foot stage 
of water from Pittsburg to DouisvJlle, 
and 'that the War Department will rec¬ 
ommend the appropriation'of $260,000 for 
the Improvement of the harbor of Dooi- 
Isvllle and the navigation of the falls. 
For nearly six month* thf Ohio river 
has been rendered Impassable for navi¬ 
gation by the .drouth, and now\ at the 
very time when** relief was expected 
from high water, there is danger of Its 
being effectively closed by ice. A sys¬ 
tem of locks and dams, the cost of 
which would be slight compared to the 
relief it would afford against both con¬ 
tingencies, is thoroughly practical and 
Should be urged by the Representatives, 
not only from the States along its banks, 
but from a number of others along the 
•Mississippi whos* Interests also suffer 
from this conetanly rev.urrlng suspen¬ 
sion of navigation. The Ohio river has 
a larger commerce than any river in 
the United States nnd receives, in pro¬ 
portion to Its Importance, !e*s atten¬ 
tion from Congress than many streams 
and harbors insignificant in compari¬ 
son with it. 


Senator De-pew, of New York. who. c e 
term expires In March next, evidently 
recognises that Gov. Odell holds his 
fate In his hands, and the fact that 
he is only less objectionable to Odell 
than Senator Platt la does not In¬ 
spire him with the fullest confidence In 
hJs re-election. He says that fully nine- 
tenths of the members of both 
houses of the legislature have 
told him they desire to vote for him. 
This would, under ordinary circum¬ 
stances. seem sufficient to insure his 
election, but he added that he does not 
take this declaration of preference as 
as-suranee that they will vote for him. 
The majority he thinks will vote as 
Odell says. Boss Platt was Jn full 
power when Depew r was eieoted six 
years ago. but now* -that he 1? dethroned 
and Odell naturally defflres to strength¬ 
en his Influence. It Is not probable that 
he will select Platt's, colleague and 
friend. 4s for Pint* himself, he Is in 
no danger since he ha® four years yet 
to serve. 


The total value of taxable property 
In Louisville is shown by the Assessor’s 
report to be 4139,600.000. being an in¬ 
crease nv^pr last year of 47.- 
500,000. This is a good exhibit, bHng 
double that of IS88. Of this sum. 496,- 
500,000 represents real nnd the re¬ 
mainder personal estate. Of this total, 
421.615.006 Is exempt front taxation, rep¬ 
resenting National. State and city prop¬ 
erty, and that belonging to churches 
and eleemosynary institutions. This 
list has been Increased by recent 1 g- 
islatlon, which renders necessary a 
higher proportionate rate of taxation 
upon property not exempt. 


The Internal revenue officers report 
increased seizures of a<iult-rated spirits 
In Louisville and Cincinnati of a kind 
rtvied by them colored whisky, by 
which Is meant cheap spirits In which 
coloring matter is us*<d which gives 
the mixture the appearance of the gen¬ 
uine article. This practice, ft is raid, 
has long been In vogue, but the detec¬ 
tion is due to the discovery lately of n 
chemical which exposes the fraud by 
ihc precipitation of the coloring put- 
tfT. The exposure Is not only desirable 
for the protection of honest dealers, 
but of the Government against fraud.

VOTERS ALL DEMOCRATIC. 


Suit has been filed In the Washington 
Circuit Court at Salem, thirty miles 
north of New Affbany, 'by Augustus G. 
Martin against the Chicago. Indianap¬ 
olis and I^oulavilte Railway Company 
(the Morion) to recover $1M00 damages 
for alleged illegal arrest. In his com¬ 
plaint Martin alleges that on November 
IS. 1004, the defendant company caused 
him to be arrested on a warrant, charg¬ 
ing him with being accessory before the 
fact to a felony, alleged to have been 
committed by William A. Russell, which 
consisted in Russel! having placed. It 
Is alleged, an obstruction on the rail¬ 
way track near Salem. 

He further alleges that he was com¬ 
pelled to give bond for his appearance 
to answer In a Magistrate’s court. Af¬ 
ter appearing twice In court the case 
was dismlsesd on account of the fail¬ 
ure of the defendant to appear and 
prosecute. He was, he avers, greatly 
damaged in his reputation and good 
name by being arrested and deprived 
of his Jfberty and compelled to give 
bond as a common malefactor and was 
also subjected to loss of time and fpreed 
to incur expense In employing coun¬ 
sel to defend him. The case will be 
tried at the term of the Washington 
Circuit Court, which begins next week. 

Makes Plea of Self-Defense. 

In the Floyd Circuit Court at New 
Albany to-morrow the trial of the case 
of the State of Indiana against Law¬ 
rence Hublar for the murder of Nelson 
Jordan will begin. Hublar will be 
defended by Charles D. Kelso end 
Charles W. Schindler, while the State 
will be represented by George B. Mc¬ 
Intyre, the circuit prosecutor. Hublar 
declares that he acted In self-defence. 
Nelson Jordan, the dead man. and Law¬ 
rence Hublar, the murderer, were at¬ 
tending an exhibition given at No. 0 
achoolhouse, In the French settlement, 
on the Budd road, (three miles south¬ 
west of New Albany, last May. They 
became Involved in a quarrel about 
come trivial matter In the room and 
went outside, followed by a crowd, to 
settle the matter. In the mlxup that 
resulted Hublar slabbed the other with 
a knife, killing him instantly. He was 
indicted by the grand jury of the Floyd 
Circuit Court for murder In the first 
degree, and he has been confined in the 
county Jail at New Albany since the 
murder.

‘‘MYSTERIOUS RED” FINED AND 
PUT UNDER BOND. 


HalloweH Admits That He Was In¬ 
toxicated But Denies Hit¬ 
ting Wife. 


W. C. Halltywell, better known in 
Louisville as “Mysterious Retk” wu* 
tried in the Police Court yesterday on 
the charge of disorderly conduct ».nd 
was given a sentence that will keep him 
In the workhouse for 105 days unless 
he Is a/ble to pay a $15 fine* and find 
x bondsun&n. Should he get out of 
the workhouse, Hailowell will have to 
go to jail to await his trfcal in the Cir¬ 
cuit Court, w here he was indicted joint¬ 
ly with R. W. Knott on the charge of 
criminal libel. 

Halloiw-ell’a arrest by Lieut. Ed Burke 
followed a disagreement with Mrs. 
Hallowell at Sam Gong's restaurant, at 
Fifth and Jefferson streets. The pris¬ 
oner was represented by Dudley Jones, 
and during the trial gave his attorney 
frequent bits of advice Saim Gong, 
through an Interpreter, who was unable 
to comprehend the Chinaman's efforts 
at English, tofld the court that Hallo- 
well and hils wife ordered two tv>w*ls of 
chop suey at his restaurant and re¬ 
fused to pay for the food. The tw r o 
became Involved in a-n argument and 
“Red“ pulled a revolver and tore hi» 
wife’s clothes. Cha/rle« Jordan, a negro 
porter, te^ri'fled that Haffowell was 
drunk aud made threats with his 
weapon. 

Mr. Jones w-auPdi to put Mrs. Hallo- 
w*ell on the stand, but the court sus¬ 
tained tne objection of the prosecu¬ 
tion. Ha Howell, in his own behalf, ad¬ 
mitted that he wns under the Influence 
of liquor, but said'that the only t rouble 
was a little family difficulty. “My w Ife 
did not want to go home with some 
friend* w ? hdle I rambled about town a 
bit." he said. “She wus afraid I might 
g»et Into trouble. We had a little scuffle, 
but I did not hit her. i.My revolver fe^l 
out of my packet. I did' not draw if.*' 

Judge McCann ordered a fine of $15 
and a bond of $300 for ninety days, and 
“Mysterious Red," (being unable to fur¬ 
nish the bond, took a seat In the 
“Black Marla" and went to the w^ork- 
house. He did not have to bdeak rock 
yesterday, as the weather was cold and 
Supt. N<ace Vetter did not order the 
prisoners to the quarry. 

Mrs. fallow ell was left without 
money, bu t a subscript Ion was taken 
up for her among the officers and at¬ 
torneys In the Police Court, and she 
said she would take the train for Chi¬ 
cago. 

THE WATER SUPPLY OF 

COLUMBUS THREATENED. 


William' Llndley, formerly of Jeffer¬ 
sonville. but more recently of Madison, 
Ind., tei under arrest at Frankfort, Ind., 
on 'the charge of embezzlement and 
went to jail in default of $1,000 bond. 
His brother is John Llndley, formerly 
trainmaster on the Louisville division 
of the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis railway, with headquar¬ 
ters at Louisville. When Harry I. Mil¬ 
ter went to the Vandatia John Llndley 
werK with him and' secured a position 
for Ills brother os agent at Frankfort. 

It is claimed that w"hlle he was em¬ 
ployed at Frankfort William Llmlley 
became short In hi a accounts to the ex¬ 
tent of $1,170. This wms several months 
ago and he disappeared, but returned 
to Frankfort later. He admitted his 
shortage and the amount was paid by 
his surety, the American Surety Com¬ 
pany, of New York, but there was trou¬ 
ble between Llndley and the surety 
company. Llndley claimed the com¬ 
pany told him he could take his time 
about paying, while the company s.tys 
he made no effort to pay and refused 
to do so. 

From Frankfort Llndley went to Gen- 
eseo, Kas., where he secured a place 
with the Missouri Pacific railway and 
was on the eve of going to Kansas City, 
where he hail been promoted. The ar¬ 
rest was mode on a complaint find by 
Manager Hartshorn, of the Chicago 
branch of the surety company, and 
Corns, of Clinton county, In¬ 
diana, went after him, Llndley coming 
without e requisition. 

A peculiar fact in the arrest was thru 
Llndley practically turned himself up. 
Eveloes being agent at Genosco he was 
also telegraph operator and while In 
this capacity a message came for the 
town marshal oaklng if Llndley could 
bo located. Llndley not only took the 
message, but also answered, signing his 
own ! ame to It. saying where he could 
b*? found. Had he so desired he could 
hav* thrown the Indiana officers off tile 
track, but under the belief he can beat 
the case he allowed himself to be ar¬ 
rested.

Anderson Family Will Raise No 
Further Protest. 

The Louisville and Southsem Indiana 
Traction Company and the Anderson 
family have come to an amicable agree, 
ment regarding the vacating of the lat¬ 
ter's house on Mulberry street in Jef¬ 
fersonville, the company wanting the 
k»t for lLa right of way to the Big Four 
bridge. After the company had the 
house appnUsed at $500 and paid the 
money into court, John Anderson re¬ 
fused to move on the ground that his 
wife was blind and if she went Into a 
strange house she could not get around. 
A writ of assistance was secured and 
Sheriff Pernett went to the house to 
put the family out, but was balked 
on account of a physician's certificate 
being furnished Uiat Mrs. Anderson 
was too ill to be moved with axfety. 
The next step would have been to ap- 
po 1 ut three physicians to make an ex¬ 
amination of Mrs. Anderson, hut at this 
point there w»s a flag of truce raised 
■ in the form of an effort to compromise 
The trouble. 

Attorney for both sides got together 
yesterday and everything was settled 
to the satisfaction of all concerned, 
Mrs, AndersoiTls to receive $900 in cash 
for her property, instead of $500. Be¬ 
sides this she Is given the house and 
all the outbuildings, and has been 
granted the privilege of rolling the 
house bock from Its present location 
and living in it until her husband 
finds a lot that suits him and to this 
the residence will be moved so that Mrs. 
Anderson can be Just as much home ns 
ever. This is the last barrier against 
the traction company reaching the 
bridge, and as soon as the <*©nc!rete 
foundations can be laid the Iron work 
will be put up.

Slue waa accom¬ 
panied by her infaht son, and before 
leaving home they had been exposed 
to smallpox, the father of the child, 
James Thomas, b«Ing quarantined until 
Tuesday, Monday the little one broke 
out at the home of Mrs. C. R. Thomas 
njid the houe© was quarantined. 

Tuesday Mrs. C. R. Thomas was 
taken 111. and In a few hours acute 
bronchitis dt*veloj>ed. Quarantined, as 
she was, she was without assistance 
and she rapidly grew worse, finally 
dying. Her doughter-ln-ln vr was also 
token sick, and It i» supposed she has 
the smallpox, although little informa¬ 
tion is given out. Mrs. Thomas was 
about fifty years old. Yesterday after¬ 
noon a beurse was driven to the house 
and Under taker F. M. Coots and his as¬ 
sistant. Harry Hosea, etch covered 
from head to f<x»t with rubber gar¬ 
ments, carried the casket out and drove 
with it to Walnut Ridge cemetery, 
where the body was deposited for burial 
at some date after the quarantine is 
lifted.

Mormon endowment house, was offered 
to-day In the Investigation of the pro¬ 
tests against Senator Reed Smoot be¬ 
fore the Senate Committee on Privil¬ 
eges and Elections. 

Wien the session began George Rey¬ 
nolds, a high official of the Mormon 
Church, was recalled to correct his tes¬ 
timony, and then Mrs. Fred Ellis, of 
Salt Lake, was sworn. She is the 
daughter of Angus Cannon, and mar¬ 
ried her cousin. Abram Cannon, when 
she was nineteen years of age. Rhe 
testified that she was Abram Cannon's 
first plural wife and that her husband 
married Lillian Hamlin JuneJ.8, 1896. 
He was at that time one of the twelve 
apostles. Mr. Cannon, according to the 
witness, then had three wives, and he 
told her he Intended to marry Lillian 
Hamlin. He told her that Lillian had 
been engaged to his brother David, who 
had died, and she therefore wanted to 
marry Abram. Mrs. Bills detailed a 
conversation she had with her hus¬ 
band, In which she told him she did not 
think he could marry Lillian Hamlin. 
Mr. Cannon said he could marry out¬ 
ride the State; that he would marry 
her for time and she would be David's 
wife for entemlty. 

“I told him that if he did marry Lil¬ 
lian." said the witness, “that 1 could 
not live with him. when the church or 
the law would not recognize bis mar¬ 
riage." 

Mrs. Ellis told of the departure of 
Mr. Cannon and Miss Hamlin, accom¬ 
panied by President Smith, who Is said 
to have performed the marriage cere¬

GOVERNMENT AID COMMENDED 


Shr<»v«4j>ort. La., Dec. 14.—After 
adopting resolutions commending the 
aid the Government exerts In the ef¬ 
forts to exterminate the boll weevil 
and urging the farmers of the Infected 
districts In Texas and Louisiana to 
burn all cotton stalks In the early fall, 
the National Cotton Convention ad¬ 
journed late this afternoon. The reso¬ 
lutions feature what are generaly rec- 
o gif! zed to be the most successful meth¬ 
ods of combating the pest. 

Prior to the adoption of the resolu¬ 
tions. a spirited right was precipitated 
on the floor of the convention by the 
offering of a majority and minority re¬ 
port The bone of contention was a 
plank inserted by M. L. Johnson, of 
Georgia, to the effect that the only way 
to destroy a ltd prevent the spread of 
the weevil is to prevent the planting of 
any cotton within the Infected sections 
of Texas or any other State or Terri¬ 
tory wherein infected land exists for 
the period of one year 
The minority report agreed to all rec¬ 
ommendations of the majority except 
the plank outlined above which was 
Anally voted down

Louisiana Crop Pest Commission, cre¬ 
ated a atlr by an attack upon the Gov¬ 
ernment officials for their report ad¬ 
vising against the use of parts green 
as « method for destroying the Insect. 
He said that he had experience nnd 
from observation he was convinced that 
the proper use of the poison was high¬ 
ly efficacious and would surely destroy 
the weevil. He spoke of what he term¬ 
ed the “entomologist trust’* of the De¬

Aldredge, of Texas, who said he had 
followed Gen. MarsdenV teachings us 
devotedly as the disciples followed the 
Savior and his experience had been that 
after using the poison he found more 
weevils than existed before.

Reynolds wen t to El wood from 
Greensburg about the first of Septem¬ 
ber and purchapcd the old Wiley De¬ 
partment Store. Jt Is claimed’that pre¬ 
vious to that he went to Louisville and 
to this wholesale firm unfolded his In¬ 
tentions to the effect that he w’os open¬ 
ing a large department store In El wood 
and wanted to arrange for credit with 
the firm. He »:ild he had always bought 
goods for his Greensburg store nt Cin¬ 
cinnati and IxmlsvlUe, and preferred to 
continuing in the Southern market 
rather than In Chicago. After signing 
a statement of crvdlt, a bill of goods 
amounting to 61,248 was sold to him 
by the firm In the signed statement 
Reynolds claimed to bf the owner of 
unincumbered real estate of the value 
of 61.S0O, about 615.01)0 worth of per¬ 
sonal property, that he carried $5,000 
fire insurance and had no liabilities. 
Investigation shows that his liabilities 
amount to 130,000. with a*«ets of less 
than 610,000, and that he is not carrying 
any fire Insurance at all. A recent 
Ktatdte of Indiana enacted for the ex¬ 
press purpose of reaching dealers who 
give out fair* statements of credit to 
wholesale dealers, provides for impris¬ 
onment upon conviction. Reynolds was 
well known here and had many patrons 
of this place and vicinity.

1 bt*g to say that the argument In 
favor of allowing alcohol to Ik* manufac¬ 
tured for industrial purposes without, tlie 
pvymem of revenue tax Ik none too 
strong. 

It Is a fact wbion admits of no iJenlal 
that grain alcohol. 188 proof, which pays 
62.07 per gallon to th«* Government, can 
b*> twed to the greats advanto?-> In the 
arts nnd manufactures, and the tax 
should be removed from whatever of this 
product is used for such purposes. 

We ar*? at n great disadvantage In this 
country on account of our inability to 
use alcohol In the manufactures. it I* 
utllCzed In that way in European coun¬ 
tries and most largely in Germany, w’hete 
it enters into the -production of any num¬ 
ber of articles, which the German man¬ 
ufacturer is able to send to this coun¬ 
try and esll here much cheaper than 
we ran make them, simply because he 
has to pay no tax on the alohol and 
in spite of the fact th#ut his g.vMb# must 
pay our import duty. It is therefore 
earnestly recommended thnt our Board 
of Trade tuke up this matter and urge 
our Representatives ac \Wellington to 
favor the pn>*age of Mr Boutellr's bill. 
It would prove to be a wonderful stim¬ 
ulus In a great many manufacture* al¬ 
ready existing in this country, and ot»en 
the way for any number of n w on« s 
which could be pursued profitably, und 
all of which would employ u gr»*af deal 
of labor

COLORED WHISKY 


SEIZED BY REVENUE AGENTS OF 
FIFTH DISTRICT. 


Dr. A. D. James Arrests Man Want¬ 
ed In Owensboro—Rufus 
Gray Bankrupt. 


fWlhidky adulterated by color!mr mat¬ 
ter has been seized by the Internal rev- 
enno department of the Fifth district 
and the cases reported to Ute depart¬ 
ment at Washington, but the Collector 
and the Revenue Agent are withholding 
the names of the firms which were 
found with the colored whisky. 

"Seizures have been made this month, 
as they are always being made," said 
J. A. draft, the Collector of Internal 
Revonue, yesterday. “The department 
Is making seizures all the time, but un¬ 
less Borne newspaper reporter happen* 
to see the seizure made or unless It 1* 
necessary to bring the whisky to the 
Customhouse, the seizure seldom be¬ 
comes known. The reason for this is 
that the department desires to punish 
but does not desire to ruin a man s 
buslneas. and that Is what would hap¬ 
pen ltf we should make public the names 
of the firms that we find setllng adul¬ 
terated or colored whisky. Ono would 
not core to buy from a firm which col- 
ored its whisky and sold It as the pure 
article. During this month we have 
made about the umial number of seiz¬ 
ure*, and none of them have been big¬ 
ger than usual or Involving anything 
out of the ordinary." 

The manner of adulterating whisky 
by coloring matter Is to take a barrel 
of fine whisky, add raw spirits and a 
coloring matter which increases the 
quantity largely without changing the 
appearance of the liquor. In Cincinnati 
and other cities mnny seizures have 
been made, and fines have been Imposed 
ibv compromises amounting to from 
11,000 to $5.000._ 

DR. JAMES MAKES ARREST. 

Tom Richardson Taken In Custody 
At Union Depot. 

Tom Richardson, Indicted by the Fed¬ 
eral grand Jury at Owensboro on a 
charge of retailing whisky without a 
Government license, wan arrested yes¬ 
terday morning at the Union depot by 
Dr. A. D. James, United States Marshal. 
Richardson is changed with selling 
Whisky at a small’, town in Hardin 
oounrty. He could not give bond and 
w*us locked up In the county jail. Dr. 
James learned that Richardson was In 
Lottlavitle yesterday at one of the small 
hotels. He went there and found that 
Ihe man had paid his bill and was about 
to leave town. Dr. James then went to 
the depot and arrested Richardson as 
he wa» about to board a train pre¬ 
sumably for his home. Ha will b® taken 
to Owensboro for trial.

PRESBYTERIAN ORPHANAGE. 

▲ Good Start Mado In Paying Off Its 
Indebtedness. 

A Joint meeting of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees and the Board of Lady Directors 
of the Eotilsvllle Presbyterian Orphan¬ 
age was held -last night at the First 
Presbyterian church, the meeting be¬ 
ing presided over by the newly elected 
president of the Board of Trustees, Mr. 
J. Etthgow Smith. 

A general rerurqe of the work and 
conditions of the society was discuasel, 
and the bonded debt, which has exist¬ 
ed for almost, if riot a quarter of .1 
century, was very much deplored, an 1 
an earnest desire was expressed to liq¬ 
uidate It as soon as possible. By a 
unanimous vote Mr. George O. Brown, 
who was for ten years president of 
the society, was elected a commltte* 
of one, with authority to associate with 
him surb others as he might desire 
for the purpose of raising $10,000 to be 
used in payment of the old debt of the 
society. The condition* or the sub- 
acrtptkma are to be Unit fully sio.ooo 
shall he subscribed by the 1st day of 
January, 19o«. before they become bind¬ 
ing. and that the same shall be payable 
in six and twelve months thereafter. 

Mr. Brown has thus far appointed 
otvthls committee: Judge Shio V el ford 
Miller. Mr. S. Ca.ve, Mr. J. Lltbgw 
Smith. Capt. Charles F. Huhleln, Mr. 
Btewart Duncan. Mr. W. F. Booker, the 
Rev. Dr. T. R. BeatcHc. D. D., the Hev 
W, C. Clark. D. D.. Mrs, S. C. Max¬ 
well. Mrs. E C. McGowan, ill of Eoul.s- 
vllle. together with Mli*s Margaret F. 
Show, Anchorage: Judge J. p. Hobson 
Frankfort; the Itev E. K. Smith. D. D.| 
Owensboro; Mr. Charles UeJeke’ Padu¬ 
cah, and M/r. W. E McAtee, Vaimrds- 
dell, Ky. 

In order to show their earnestness In 
this movement, a subscription was !n;- 
medlntcdy taken up, amounting to $2,- 
100. and It Is hoped that the commit¬ 
tee Will soon be able to ral*e the 
amount desired. 

Notwithstanding the heavy debt this 
society has labored under for so manv 
yem*. it has never failed to take good 
care of aa many lumiH^ss children as 
its capacity would permit. 


From admissions made by E. and 
N\ officials yesterday, it Is now almond 
certain that the air castle whdcih has 
been In the course of construction for 
many years, and which was to be oc¬ 
cupied by the local offices of that rail¬ 
road. will in the near future become a 
folld, substantial structure of stone a*vl 
steel. The few of the E. and N. of¬ 
ficials who would discuss the project 
at all admitted that certain definite 
steps toward the realization of this 
long-cherished plan have been taken re¬ 
cently. and that plans have been at 
least partially prepared. The proposed 
building is to be ten stories In height 
Instead of eight, as originally planned 
some years ugo, and will probably be 
located' at Ninth street and Broadway. 

Further than thd*. it Is understood 
that the building will be so construct¬ 
ed that at any time It will -be possible, 
•without great Inconvenience, to add 
three or four addltiomU floors, giving 
to Louisville a modern office building 
surpassing anything now here. The 
need for other quarters has long been 
felt by the E. and’ N., it having been 
necessary from time to time to secure 
additional space by leasing rooms In 
blocks adjoining the property now 
owned and occupied by the railroad at 
Second atfid Main, streets. Although 
It could 1 not be absolutely confirmed In 
the office of the chief engineer It Is 
almi-asL a certainty that, plans for the 
sky-scraper are already under way, 
and will be completed, so that the 
actual work of construction may be 
begun In the spring. The building 
would 1 be ready for occupancy within 
one year from thfit time. 

• • • 

Plan of Many Years. 

Behind 1 the apparently successful 
outcome of this favorite project of the 
E. and N. Is the story of other efforts 
In the same direction mode years ago. 
Before the panic of 1893 swt-pt the coun¬ 
try, practkulfly this same project a as 
fully outlined, only that the proposed 
building wns to have been but eight 
stories *ln height. In addition it was 
planned that all the employes station-el 
at the First-street station would be 
quartered in the new building, and with 
the erect Inn of a station at Baxter ave¬ 
nue for the convenience of commuters 
all the Lexington and Fraukfort trains 
of the E. aind N. would run south 
through the city Into the Union sta¬ 
tion at Tenth and Broadway. But one 
thing prior to the panic prevented the 
fulfillment of this plan, and that was 
the Prospec t line, which was then op¬ 
erated by the L. and N This line was, 
and is, valuable as an entrance to 
Louisville, and the E. and N. did not 
wish to take any chances with It, fear¬ 
ing that some other railroad might se¬ 
cure It. This coupled with the panic, 
caused the jJroJect of a new office bul'd- 
lug to be dropped*. At times since then 
it has been brought up in a desultory 
sort of way, and with the pressing nee 1 
of other quarters, and the sati*factory 
disposition of the Prospect line by 
lease to the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany, nothing now stands in the way 
of carrying the project through to com¬ 
pletion. 

• • • 

Plans For New Building. 

As it is now planned the new build¬ 
ing wlW be 60x200 feet and will cost in 
Hie neighborhood of $400,000. It will 
stand where the present Height depot 
Is now located, but will be built out to 
the line of the sidewalk. It will be 
built entirely of steel, brt-ck and store, 
and will be especially adapted* to the 
needs of the railroad company. A large 
basement will provide storage for rec¬ 
ord's and papers^ It is sail that the 
American Bridge Company has already 
the contract to furnish the steel to be 
used in the building, and that other 
contracts are being provided for. 

The present quarters at Second and 
Main street a are entirely Inadequate 
for the transaction of the enormous 
business, anti only the acquirement of 
such a building as has been, planned 
will satisfactorily provide for the 
present needs and the growth con¬ 
fidently expected In the future. Wbeth 
er the old plan for a d<spot at Baxter 
avenue and the abandonment of the 
Find-street station will be followed out 
at this time Is a matter of conjecture, 
since the electric lines now handle a 
great deal of this traffic and might 
make such a change unnecessary.

NEW EFFORT 


To Stop IJse of Distillery 
Swill. 


THREE WARRANTS ISSUED. 


ATTORNEYS ARE EMPLOYED TO 
FIGHT FOR DEFENDANTS. 


H. L STONE RETIRES TO DAY. 


Three warrants against milk dealers 
charging them with selling milk which 
was taken from cows fed ort swill from 
a distillery were sworn out yesterday 
before Judge James P. Gregory by Dr. 
M. K. Allen, the City Health Officer, 
and Dr. B. W. Smock, the County 
Health Officer. The following dealers 
have been summoned to appear In 
the <’ounty Court to-day U> answer to 
the charge: Steve Blslg, Work H^use 
road; Ottrnar Kaelln, Work House 
road, and VV. F. Ees?boffp, poplar Level 
road. It Is understood that the cases 
will be hard fought In all the courts 
and that attorneys have been employed 
by the milk dealers all over the county 
who have been feeding this distillery 
swill to their dairy cattle. 

These three warrants are said to be 
but the first of a larg#* number which 
will he Ustlvd by the City and County 
Health officers In an effc rt to stop the 
practice of feeding swill, which, they 
say, is shown to be injurious to the 
animals eating It and to the milk. The 
warrants are the first which have been 
l*s*ur-d since the re* ent decision of the 
Court rt Appeals when the law against 
ihe selling of milk from swill-fed cat¬ 
tle was upheld. Dr. Allen has fought 
against the practice for some time. 
When the law wur first pasted he took 
warrants against Severn! milk dealers. 
The cases were tried In the Criminal 
Court of Jefferson county, and the law- 
upheld. An appeal was taken and the 
higher court sustained ih< verT. r giv¬ 
en In the lower court. In .*pite of thl 9 
decision certain milk deal* rs continued 
to feed the su ill. it Is alleged. 

An iron-«.lnd agreement between the 
city and County Health officers and 
the milk dealer* binding the latter not 
to fe«d swill to dairy cattle, was drawn 
up last May by Dr Allen. It bound 
the officials not to prosecute for any of¬ 
fenses which were committed prior to 
the closing of the distilleries last June 
and In consideration of being allowed 
this extra time the dealers agreed to 
discontinue feeding swill after June 1. 
This was signed by HO ufilk dealers and 


dairymen. Some of the dealers have 
kept their word, but others have not, 
and It Ik against these that the war¬ 
rants are to be Issued. 

"I am In this fight for the whole time 
and will not let up until I have stopped 
the feeding of this filthy swill,” said 
Dr. Allen yesterday. "It Is against the 
law and I Intend to see that the law Is 
enforced against any and all dealers." 

CHANGE CITY ATTORNEYS. 

H. L. Stone Retires and A. E. Rich¬ 
ards Goes In To-day. 

Henry L. Stone, who has been City 
Attorney for the past eight years, will 
retire to-day, and his successor. Judge 
A. E. Richards, will assume the duties 
of the office. Mr. Stone has been pre¬ 
paring for the change for the past two 
weeks and has moved all of his law 
books and other office furniture eo as to 
make room for his successor. Judge 
Richards will begin moving his books 
to-day and will be In charge from this 
morning. Hie assistants wijl also begin 
their new work to-day Mr. .Stone will 
be in and out of the City Attorney*® 
office for ?be next few days assisting 
Judge Richards In becoming familiar 
with the duties of the office and th* 
litigation which l» pending.

Patrolman Appointed. 


Mado Two Attempts Upon Life of 
J. R. Kirwan and Threatened 
the Police. 


William Snider, a saw filer, formerly 
employed by Joseph R. Kirwan. a saw¬ 
mill operator on the Point, was ves-* 
terday given six months In the Work- 
house when tried on the charges of 
having attempted assault and shot at 
without wounding Mr. Kirwan. The 
trouble occurred last September, soon 
after Snider was discharged from his 
position at the sawmill, on account of 
drunkenness. 

According to the evidence produced 
by the Commonwealth, Mr. Kirwan was 
sitting in front of his office talking with 
another employe when Snider ap¬ 
proached. When the other man left, 
Bnlder is said to have gone up close 
to his former employer and Informed 
him In an Impressive tone that he was 
going to kill himself. Mr. Kirwan said 
that the defendant then added: “When 
I die I will not be the only one to go.** 

With that Snider Is said to have 
drawn his pistol nnd Mr. Kirwan called 
for help. After a d^sp^rate struggle 
Mr. Kirwan and one of his clerks suc¬ 
ceeded In disarming Snider. He was 
then advised to go on about his busi¬ 
ness. Soon afterward, Snider ap¬ 
peared In the distance with a Wln- 
rhest^r repeating shotgun on his 
shoulder. Some one In the office wnrned 
Mr. Kirwan, who fled out the b.ick 
way, but not soon enough to keep Sni¬ 
der from getting a shot at him as he 
ran. Eater the j>ollce surrounded Sny- 
d**r. and he took refuge in a shanty 
boat and remained there for mor* than 
an hour. He appeared at the door and 
began «to threaten the officers with his 
Winchester. I>leut James Klnnamev, 
who headed the* detail, and s veral 
other officers, ran into the river to get 
out of the way of Snider's fire. He 
did not ehoot. however, and disap¬ 
peared up the river road, where he hkl 
among the weed® Eater h“ was taken 
Into custody. Snider’s defense consist¬ 
ed In the claim that he Intended no 
harm to Mr. Kirwan, that his pistol 
went off by accident and that he was 
merely drunk nnd making n bluff.
